Interview With 
Chaplain lasper 
C. Havens 

The Chapel felt cool and pleas¬ 
ant to the Reporter as he stepped 
inside. Its neat pews and altar gave 
an immediate sense of respect. 

“Come in,” called a cheery voice 
from the office at the rear of the 
Sanctuary. “My assistant is busy 
here, just now,” said the Chaplain 
considerately, as the Reporter en¬ 
tered. “Shall we talk in the next 
room?”

“When did you decide to enter 
the ministry, sir?” 

“The ministry?” mused Chap¬ 
lain Havens, in reply. “There was 
no certain time in my life that I 



decided to become a minister. I 
always wanted to be one—as long 
as I can remember.” 

“I believe,” he stated sincerely, 
“that I am accomplishing much 
more in the army; getting nearer 
my congregation, than I ever did 
in civilian life. There is a greater 
depth of emotion here and, for 
me, a greater responsibility. I have 
so little time in which to do so 
very much!” 

The Chaplain is a graduate of 
Fresno State College and North¬ 
west Christian College. He was 
ordained in 1936 by his home 
church, in Sanger, California. 

Entering the army in 1942, he 
went out as Transport Chaplain 
from Fort Mason to the Hawaiian 
Islands. While doing this, he says 
he gave sermons to the largest 
crowds he has ever had the oppor¬ 
tunity to preach to. Then he added, 
after a good laugh, “No one could 
get away on a pass or furlough!” 
Chaplain Havens says he is a much 
better sailor than he thought he’d 
be. Too busy to be seasick! 

Coming to Camp Anza as Camp 
Chaplain on November 25, 1942, 
he found the Chapel already com¬ 
pleted. Two days later the church’s 
Hammond Electric Organ arrived. 
So—the Chaplain calmly rolled up

Are you keeping your part of 
the contract made with the Office 
of Price Administration? When 
you signed a certificate for a gas 
book you agreed to use that cou¬ 
pon book in accordance with the 
rules of the OPA, and that the 
book was lawfully acquired and is 
being lawfully used for the travel 
purposes for which it was issued. 
Therefore, if you receive a book 
for the purpose of travel from 
home to post, but you use it to 
visit your mother-in-law, you may 
find that you will be walking or 
hitch-hiking before the end of the 
expiration date. 

On November 25, 1942, the 

Transportation Committee, SC 595 
of Camp Anza and Arlington Re¬ 
ception Center came into active 
operation, with Chairman Bayard 
S. Chambers, Capt. F. A.; M. A. 
Slagle, 1st Lt. T. C.; M/Sgt. J. V. 
Kane and Mr. M. Shobe on the 
board. Its purpose is to conserve 
civilian gas and rubber. All per¬ 
sons, civilian or military, living off 
the post are required to register. 

The committee has been dele¬ 
gated certain authority, such as to 
certify the amount of supplemen¬ 
tal gas rations permitted a worker, 
to certify applications for tires, to 
assist in preparation of applica¬ 
tions and to forward them to the 
OPA board. To secure prepared 
ration books, tire, auto and bicycle 
certificates from the boards and 
distribute them to their owners; to 
provide, upon approval of the 
board, tire inspectors at the camp 
to serve the workers. 

All vehicles should move with a 
full load, but there are many ex¬ 
ceptions in this installation, which 
is composed of the Casual Detach¬ 
ment, the Reception Center and 
the Station Complement A. S. A. 
(Censored). Specialized workers 
are drawn from a wide territory, 
including Balboa, San Bernardino, 
Fontana, Redlands, Corona, River¬ 
side and Arlington. Too, many em¬ 
ployees work in shifts, viz: the 
guards maintain three shifts, tele¬ 
phone operators broken hours, 
firemen and engineers, Post Ex¬ 
change, and military personnel are 
on 24-hour call. In fact, each of¬ 
fice has an individual problem 
and the transportation committee 
eventually must consider them all. 

This committee cannot sign for 
your “A” book. We cannot issue 
gas to a soldier to visit his rela¬ 
tives, or the wife to visit the sol¬ 
dier. Gas is not available to visit 
the sick, or for the armed forces 
on leave, except when making a 
permanent change of address. 

Once in a while a possessor of 
supplementary gas rations states 
that he cannot be bothered with 
passengers, can’t be bothered to 
follow the rules. That person may 
not have his “B” or “C” book re¬ 
newed next period. The local board 
must be notified. The biggest 
shock comes to the owner of a
